Certainly one cannot look for perfection industry which 
operates assorted principles hysteria, cold business sense, 
sharp acumen, artistic merit and real genius. Human failing 
bound make itself evident industry which offers award 
cartoon rodent and passes director the imagination 
say, Orson Welles William Wyler. 


But human considerations aside, there basis for asking, just 
what Academy Award represents. great majority in- 
stances the Award has represented straw vote mediocrity. 
Rarely has the pioneer film, the experimental film, the film in- 
novation treatment theme been given serious consideration. 
exception like John Ford's ‘‘The proves the case. For 
then the Awards are given out those pictures which follow the 
general pattern what has gone the screen before, the ‘sure 
course, there have been exceptions. ‘‘The Best Years 
among many others—none which came near winning awards. 
The naming these not matter personal choice the part 
this writer, but reflection the fact that these and other pic- 
tures were mentioned film reviewers and critics all 


over the country being outstanding films for their respective 
years. 


The Academy Awards have, unfortunately become popularity con- 
tests. The late Douglas Churchill, Dean Hollywood correspond- 
ents and representative the York once remarked 
that the only difference between Academy Award Event and 
Atlantic City Beauty Contest was that the men show 
their legs. The Academy Awards Event broadcast the world 


radio and press, and believe that the filmgoer Bagdad, 
Budapest, Berlin must wonder why Hollywood over- 


looks and pins medal lovely-legged song 
thrush. true that Academy rules restrict awards American- 


made pictures and certain foreign pictures officially admitted 


the contest complicated rulings. But often American perform-

The Academy Awards have been found profitable, which 
serious consideration, and they have done much bring some 
the Hollywood message the world. Although from time 
time studios which express disappointment not winning any- 
thing have threatened withdraw support, the Awards continue 
from year year because this what Hollywood wants. One 
must question fundamental basis the wisdom industry 
patting itself the back, and compare the seriousness with which 
the international public accepts Nobel Prizes and Pulitzer Prizes 
and New York Critics Awards and gives shoulder shrug Holly- 
opinion itself. the Academy Awards Event partially 
designed public relations builder, there room for consider- 
able doubt about how effectively this job done.

MUSIC FOR THE KEYBOARD: THE LEAST KNOWN REPERTOIRE 
For good many years have been sitting down the piano once 
twice week read with numb-fingered determination, two 
four hours time, the repertoire music for the keyboard 
(organ, clavichord, harpsichord, piano: what the German lan- 
guage calls klavier). Unlike most amateurs, students, and nearly 
all professionals, not devote weeks, months, years perfect- 
ing small group favorite compositions. Two three sonatas 
Haydn, one two Orders, Bach Partita and 
group smaller pieces; dozen pages Byrd, some Fresco- 
baldi, pair Purcell suites, ground Blow; set two 
Mozart Beethoven variations, going back Pachelbel, Buxte- 
hude, Chambonnieres. Once while read twentieth century 
music, usually Bartok, take out the library what there avail- 
able Bach—no good edition presently the market. 
The larger repertoire, though have read most it, leave 
wife; and must confess that, though know them intimately 
her playing, have never managed get through the Schoenberg 
Dance Suite the Concord Sonata, Gaspard 
Nuit Freien (Out Doors). encroach upon her 
repertoire, while she improves part mine. The music she plays 
was intended performed, while good part what play 
was intended read. 


These are the two main divisions the keyboard literature: music 
relatively new development, which appeared the time when 
the focus music-making shifted from the church and private resi- 
dence the public stage.

the time his extreme deafness, when could longer hear 
well enough play. 

Interest the larger repertoire readable music has been ham- 
pered the practice among teachers, students, and performers 
preparing all music for the concert stage, memorizing 
and smoothing away its difficulties. Grooved performances this 
sort make things easier for the player well for audience; 
they can very memorable, when they are the resultant life- 
time concert experience. They become individual creations, 
molded the music. The succeeding generation criticizes them all 
too easily, criticizes many splendid designs and conveniences 
the generation that came before it. But the habit memoriz- 
ing music has replaced the ability read with fluency and idio- 
matic expressiveness; the tendency think all music existing 
only the presence audience has driven out the pleasure 
reading one reads poetry aloud not for others but for oneself. 
That was world keyboard giants, the galaxy pianist-com- 
posers which began with Liszt, following close upon the other gal- 
axy composer-pianists which ended with Beethoven, Schubert, 
and Chopin; but they stood the art music its head, legs and 
arms prominently waving. Leaders music longer composed the 
works they played. The skill extempore composition reached its 
height with Bach, his son Philip Emanuel, Mozart, and Beethoven, 
any one whom might draw without premeditation two hours 
close-wrought music from single theme. ‘‘Sebastian Bach length 
acquired such high degree facility and, may almost say, 
unlimited power over his instrument, ‘‘Forkel that 
difficulties almost ceased exist for him. well his unpre- 
have possessed such certainty that never missed note.

first expect too much. Except smaller dance pieces, like those 
Farnaby, one will not find the music charming. The larger the com- 
position the less one may disposed like it. recorded 
usually earnest but dull, empty, sprightly. Let assure you 
that personal acquaintance with early keyboard music its infinite 
variety will soon break through these impediments. This music does 
not tell you how should heard; instead provides the mate- 
rials which through your own feeling for line and texture, mel- 
ody and ornament, you may make your own. The modern piano 
warns with it; modern technique stumbles its passages: the in- 
strument can commanded, the technique developed. Once you 
have gone far you will not turn back. 


Many smaller groups selections may had, some excellent, 
some vicious. Among these volumes selections there too much 
duplication, too little enterprise bringing forward new material. 
the rare edition that has not been devastated some learned 
obscurantist, condescending the buyer for the sake pub- 
copyright. What improvements scholastic nonsense has not 
foisted upon Bach! Here group selections from the Notebook 
Anna Magdalena Bach, including Bach's single example the 
correct way play his ornaments; but the editor has dishonestly 
rewritten the examples show all the trills played from the main 
tone instead the tone above. Editors have cleared Bach's 
graphic visual indications, substituting for them modern- 
ized notation. Recently came upon handsome German edition 
the Bach suites, with foreword explaining how the editor has 
rewritten them for modern eyes. Here sustained arpeggio, 
showing notation how the successive tones move through 
the extended body the sound; the editor sets beside this his own 
notation, merely indicating arpeggio. Bach certainly and earlier 
composers generally did not write many notes for purpose. 
Here set repeated chords, notation showing how 
vibrato effect obtained breaking the tones interlaced pairs; 
beside this the editor records his own improvement, eliminating the 
vibrato printing only the repeated solid chords. Musicologists 
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should either begin thorough study XVIII century notation 
else admit that they know almost nothing about it. 

For beginning study keyboard music before the time Bach 
two collections stand out above all others. Music Early Times, 
edited Willi Apel, published Schott, coverse the XIV the 
XVII centuries. Early Keyboard Music, fifty-year-old assemblage 
several earlier European editions, published Schirmer, still 
the best from the XVII century and, except Bach and 
Handel, the early XVIII century. The latter contains good many 
errors that have been corrected other more recent editions, but 
these are slight importance comparison with the general 
breadth and excellence choice. 

Most keyboard music until the later, larger works Beethoven 
and Schubert was intended read. the XVII and XVIII cen- 
turies the reading music sight was art ranked only below 
improvisation. rediscover this art, make oneself home 
it, one must learn play with eye and ear directly the hand. 
Couperin recommended memorizing part the training 
students, not for exhibition but for practice. One should have 
Interpretation the Music the XVII and Centuries 
always conveniently hand for reference. And not dis- 
couraged try swallow the entire compendium once. 
Above all, even when played incorrectly, usually is, this music 
should played with freedom, the horizontal voices independ- 
ently singing their own melodies, the harmonies interwoven rather 
than struck vertically chords. The general plan the embellish- 
ments should mastered, and one should learn recognize the 
different signs used various times indicate similar effects. When 
one has learned read the original ornaments, any manner 
writing them out will seem encumbrance, requiring double in- 
terpretation, first the original ornament and then the proper 
way playing it. After all this one’s own music, and one can 
soon more home than any dashing piano exhibitionist 
who has devoted his career perpetrating sound effects. 

The greater part later century keyboard music still 
fresh field for any amateur who will learn read it. Bach and his 
sons, Haydn, Mozart's and Beethoven's smaller variations, offer 
inexhaustible delight and amusement the loving, irreverent read- 
who seeks the companionship well the grave face genius.

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Two years ago the General Assembly the United Nations, meeting Paris, adopted the Uni- 
versal Declaration Human Rights. 

Can say that the existence the Declaration has any way changed our mode life dur- 
ing these two years? Some people will point out regretfully that has not prevented breaches 
the law, nor the resort violence, nor the stagnation certain political and social conditions, 
Undoubtedly, the criticism justified. But reasonable expect that any Declaration, however 
nobly inspired, could once solve all problems? 

The main role the Declaration is, fact, help all men foresee future toward which the gov- 
ernments can guide their activities common endeavour. times the cruel irony events 
makes doubt the sincerity the Declaration splendid affirmation principles, let not 
forget that provides the basis the concrete activities already undertaken the United Nations 
behalf Human Rights. Let bear mind that has played part the judgment not 
few courts law; and that inevitably its morals and opinions, already great, will 


more and more directly felt, even the field law-making. 


Human Rights Covenant 

The United Nations now working International Covenant Human Rights which, unlike 
the Declaration, will have binding force all the signatories. This Covenant will the first docu- 
ment universal scope establish common pattern for the attitude States toward private 
citizens. Naturally, therefore, its importance will enormous. But should not led this 
fact forget the great value inherent the Universal Declaration Human Rights. 

There are, doubt, some people who may tempted believe that the Declaration should have 
begun with strict definition the minimum commitments which states should and could undertake, 
instead with affirmation principles. But, had this minimum been fixed, the states might have 
contented themselves merely with showing the boundaries beyond which barbarism could not pass. 
proclamation the ideals which clearly and positively establish the frontiers civilization might 


have been postponed until remote future. 


Chart For The Future 

For example, would simple agreement commitments have included articles social security, 
the right education and culture; and would have given them coercive force? How many 
countries would have been able undertake such commitments? Let not forget that all nations 
have not reached the same stage economic development, nor have they all the same cultural and 
social traditions. 

Let bear mind, too, that this Declaration, which charts bright future for mankind, was 
adopted the morrow atrocities whose barbarism awakened our generation from its mood 
complacency. proclaim Human Rights was propose positive civilization: was affirm 
that mankind has enough confidence such civilization overcome the difficulties its path,

Siegfried Giedion: Only one case may imply how far 
the development within quarter century has led 
Neutra. Not without hesitation single out one: 
Many his houses are situated far more spectacular 
landscapes than the Tremaine house, which hard 
find, almost hidden the wooded gentle slopes 
above Santa Barbara. But nowhere much here 
does the house seem merge into the landscape more 
naturally and easily, yet differentiating themselves from 
the same time. Between the naturally growing and 
the artifically created human hand, between nature 
and artefact, living dialectic relation develops, which 
only masterhand could have contrived. 


The house completely open, and yet, where the de- 
mand arises maintains certain reserve. Its core are 
the social quarters, flowing into one another without 
distinct separations. Typically, the social quarters and 
their elongation over the western terrace form bridge 
into the landscape. (Even his student projects Neutra 
had developed similar relations between inner and out- 
space.) The only rooms that hold themselves apart 
are bedroom, kitchen, servants-quarters and the guest- 
room. 


The social quarters with their glass walls are broadly 
opened into the landscape, but the entrance drive 
stopped massive walls. But just here the interpene- 


tration the structural framework with architectural 
expression has caused something wonderful happen. 
The heavy walls the guest wing forbid admittance, 
but the same time, the structural skeleton protrud- 
ing from the interior the house and forming canti- 
levered roof, protects the porch and invites entrance. 
The porch has become longer annex, but insep- 
arable from the main body the building. 

What has happened? 

pillars reinforced concrete, which are regularly 
spaced throughout the house network superposed 
beams and crossbeams rests. Through the slender slab- 
like beams and the thin slabs the roof, unaccus- 
tomed structural lightness produced. For the Health 
Center Puerto Rico, 1944, Neutra had already pro- 
posed the same shading and rainprotecting overhangs 
for continuous subsoffit airchange over lowered span- 
drels. Cross ventilation and diffusion light right un- 
der the ceiling also the reason for this airy construc- 
tion. The slim beams set edge, together with their 
thin roof-slabs give the Tremaine house hovering 
quality, and yet, their anchorage the depths 
the structure, air tranquility achieved. 
states (page 120) how early (1923) the differentiation 
structural elements emerges his work. Only the 
Tremaine residence the transcendence mere function 
into psychic expression accomplished. 
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Close-up into Landscape: Wright grew out 
prairie earth. can almost transform himself into 
piece material; stone, wood, plant.

The master- 
bedroom faces the mountains, and the eye wanders 
along gentle slopes, losing itself the intimate nearness 
green plants and rough stones, and the structure 
furrowed, evergreen oak-trunks. 


What has been done the architect? Almost nothing. 
simply left the site undisturbed, that the ground 
nearly reaches the window sill. And yet, view into 
microcosm nature has been created—unknown 
anywhere else. This power leave nature undis- 
turbed and simultaneously draw her into specific 
emotional situation, reveals the artist, less than the 
power transfuse ferro-concrete skeleton with psychic 
value.

Site: lot with pre-architect graded building site approximately 
10’ above the street which runs along the south property line. paved 
driveway running along the west and northwest property lines, and along 
the west line, rises meet the building site the northwest corner.

The house was planned for family four. Privacy for diversified activ- 
ities was factor considered. 


The living-dining area faces the garden-terrace and not directly vis- 
ible from the entry and free from cross-traffic. 


The master faces the garden-terrace and has easy accessibility 
all parts the house. are the feature this room: bed 
and shelf-cabinet headboard dressing-table and mirror, dresser-drawers 
and mirror, wardrobes and storage shelves. The boys’ bedroom placed 
away from the active-living areas for privacy and quiet. The study-guest 
room also isolated location and further sound-absorbing 
materials: ceiling, cork floor, and fibre glass insulation 
the common walls. The exterior vertical redwood siding repeated 
the rooms fronting the street. Hardwood veneer used the living- 
dining area and over the mantel. The redwood and hardwood walls 
have natural finish.
